CONTRACTS 

 

1. *EXECUTIVE – Test Track Initiative  

Contract (2014-0006) between MDOT and the Regents of the University of Michigan  

(U of M) will provide for MDOT to grant U of M $3,200,000 toward its construction of a 

test track facility for automated vehicle, vehicle to vehicle, vehicle to infrastructure, and 

smart infrastructure initiatives. MDOT will provide U of M with $1,100,000 for fiscal 

year 2014 and $2,100,000 for fiscal year 2015. In return for its contribution, MDOT will 

have access to the test track for its own testing. The contract will take effect on  

October 1, 2013; it will remain in effect unless it is terminated by one of the parties.  The 

contract amount will be $3,200,000.  Source of Funds: 80% Federal Highway 

Administration Funds and 20% State Restricted Trunkline Funds 

 

2. *HIGHWAYS – Add Third-Year Funding  

Amendatory Contract (2011-0445/A2) between MDOT and Emergency Road Response, 

Inc., will add third year funding of $1,852,074 to provide for the continuation of freeway 

courtesy patrol services for calendar year 2014. The original contract provides for 

freeway courtesy patrol services to be performed in Southeast Michigan. The work 

includes assisting stranded motorists, safely and quickly clearing the freeway of 

incidents, and keeping travelers informed of any unplanned traffic events. The contract 

term remains unchanged, December 29, 2011, through December 31, 2014. The revised 

contract amount will be $5,556,222. Source of Funds: 81.85% Federal Highway 

Administration Funds and 18.15% State Restricted Trunkline Funds.  
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3. *HIGHWAYS – Increase Services and Amount, Extend Term 

Amendatory Contract (2012-0770/A2) between MDOT and the Regents of the University 

of Michigan, on behalf of the University of Michigan Transportation Research Institute, 

will provide for the performance of additional services related to a Weather Responsive 

Traveler Information System, will increase the contract amount by $114,414, and will 

extend the contract term by one year to provide sufficient time for the university to 

complete the additional services.  The original contract provides support for the 

implementation of MDOT’s Integrated Mobility Operations Project in accordance with a 

federal grant given to MDOT by the Federal Highway Administration (CS 84900 –  

JN 122184).  The services include raw data management, software updates, technical 

support, and equipment procurement.  The revised contract term will be  

October 16, 2012, through November 1, 2015.  The revised contract amount will be 

$501,619.  Source of Funds: Federal Highway Administration Funds - $501,619. 

 

4. HIGHWAYS – IDS Engineering Services 

Authorization (12) under Contract (2013-0114) between MDOT and Rowe Professional 

Services Company will provide for design services to be performed for the resurfacing of 

approximately 6.258 miles of M-33 (with select areas of reconstruction) from 1000 feet 

south of Long Lake Road northerly to M-27 in Benton and Aloha Townships, Cheboygan 

County (CS 16051 – JN 119808C). The work items will include preparing required plans, 

including typical cross-sections, maintaining traffic plans, permanent non-freeway 

signing plans, and pavement marking plans, and surveying. The authorization will be in 

effect from the date of award through April 10, 2015. The authorization amount will be 

$612,300.07. The contract term is February 13, 2013, through February 12, 2016.  Source 

of Funds: 81.85% Federal Highway Administration Funds and 18.15% State Restricted 

Trunkline Funds.
